Champion Swimmer Cuvill 


Drowned 


IN THE BATHS AT 
STOUKTON 


Attempted to Kreak His Record of 


lU'iualniiil: Under Water Five 


Minutes and Vive Seconds. 


STOCKTON, May 22.—Charles Covill, 


the Auatrallan champion swimmer who 
recently ewam around the Seal Rocke at 
tbo Cliff House and across Golden Gate, 
was drowned here to-night shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock while giving an exhibition 
at Jackson's baths with Adolph Kahn 
and Matt Gay. He was in flne condi- 
tion and had made this engagement 
prior to starting east and to England to 
•compete against the world under his 
manager, Miller. He left his wife and 
child, whom he recently brought over 
from Australia, at Captain Kruger'e, at 
Ocean Beach, (Jan Francisco, and came 
here witb these friends to give an ex- 
hibition to-night and tomorrow. They 
.gave a good show and everything was 
very satisfactory till tbe last act came. 
Oaviil was tirat thrown into the water, 
which is seven feet deep, In a sack and 
cut himself out. Then he went in and 
.nndreaaed in the water. Anothor trick 
was to lie on tbe bottom of the tank and 
vrito on a slate in answer to talking, 
which was done successmlly. 


The last act was to try to break bis 


world's record of staying down longer 
than 8ve minutes and five seconds. To 
<lo this the swimmers use a weighted 
tank or barrel, which waa placed in the 
water during the day and left witb suf- 
ficient air for the exhibitor to broatho 
for several minutes. Cavill dove down 
and went under this tank aa ha had 
planned and became suffocated, Kuhtf 
thinks. Natural giu, which ia eaid not 
to he poisonous, comes up in tho water 
at Jackson's baths and that waa under 
this tank or barrel, when he thought it 
waa good air. When Cavill got under 
this tank and breathed thu gaa he loat 
conscioueneae, Kahn thinka, and was 
euffocated but not drowned. 


Whan Oaviil had liuen under aix mm 


utea Kahn realized that something waa 
wrong and ho dove for him. Kahu 
eaya ho awam ahuut for a few seconds 
and then went to the tank and Btruck 
one of Oavill's lega. He grabbed it and 
gave it a pull and Oaviil came toward 
him with a ruah, but b.ing a very 
heavy man Kahn could not raise him to 
the surface. 
Kahn'a Brat thought when he struck 


the foot was that Oaviil bail kicked him, 
but he saw almoat imtnadiatoly that the 
man waa dead. Then bo got under tho 
body and puabed it to the surface. Men 
hastened to help him, bat Kahn says he 
saw at once that Cavill could not he 
brought back to life, for there wan no 
water m bis body and nothing but froth 
tame Irom the mouth. 
ICahn breathed 


into the body, rmd worked with many 
others and doctors to bring life to the 
body but no eiifll of life waa seen. Ihe 
body has been taken iu charge by the 
co.'one'r and an inquest will be hold 
tomorrow.
